It's Automation 


Thirty years ago and before that time, 40 to 50 or 60 
thousand harvest hands used to converge on the prairie pro¬ 
vinces of Canada each year to take off the harvest and do the 
threshing chores. Fifteen to twenty men made up a threshing 
crew. 

Fifty years and more ago a lot of the breaking of the virgin 
sod of the prairies was done by huge steam engines pulling 14, 
to 16 plows and up. To operate these behemoths of power re. 
quired an engineer, a fireman, an engine tender, a waterman 
and a man on the plows. 

Then came revoluUon. The combined reaper-harvester 
operated by one man took over the harvesting and threshing 
chores. One man, with the new machinery, did as much as 15 
or 20 in the days of hard labor. 

A previous revolution came along during the First Great 
War in the form of a gasoline-driven tractor, which has been 
followed by the diesel crawler-type of tractor that will pull a 
dozen plows or three drills during seeding and cultivation. 

What would have happened to the farming industry of the 
west had it not been for the automation brought by the com¬ 
bine and the big tractor? The old farm couldn’t have operated 
by hand labor in the face of today’s wage and other costs. 
Farming would today be a dead Issue without labor-saving• 
machinery. . 

The rcent rail strike, based on a battle against present-day 
automation, doesn't make much sense to the western farmer.

fleet of 1,000 long range planes 
now believed owned by Russia. 
Some of these bombs, v he said, 
would inevitably land in Alberta 
and then civil defence would be a 
necessity. 

In addition to its vrflue as pro¬ 
tection against nuclear attack, 
civil defence is valuable for com¬ 
batting natural disaster and boosts 
fire protection in all areas of the 
province, he said. 

in Alberta at present, he con¬ 
tinued, over 3,000 persons are ac¬ 
tive in civil defence. Of the 300 
municipalities in the province, 151 
now have civil defence groups; 
province-wide communications sys¬ 
tem is connected; 3,354 auxiliary 
firemen have been trained; five 
fire pumpers are in use; all fire 
hose couplings are now standard; 
564 candidates have attended 
federal civil defence classes; 2,000 
registered nurses now study civil 
defence practices and 39,000 citi¬ 
zens have been giv6n ambulance 
training, he said. 

Speaking at the presentation 
ceremony in the Armouries follow¬ 
ing the evening demonstration, 
Air Vice Marshall Howsam said: 

The aim of civil defence is to 
save lives either in natural disaster 
. on in the event of war. And it war 
does come, • we can be very sure 
this continent, which has been the 
stronghold of democracy through 
two world wars will be a primary 
target. 

“Our policy is to avoid war, but 
in event of attack we must be 
ready for immediate retaliation,” 
he continued. 

He spoke highly of the part 
taken by the army, not only in 
this exercise but in all civil de¬ 
fence activities and pointed out it 
will still ,be the military which 
fights the war. “But any nation 
can lose a- war if it hasn’t civil 
defence to keep up the morale and 
order on the home front.” 

AVM Howsam complimented the 
Vulcan county group on the splen¬ 
did work they have done and pro¬ 
mised that centrally located as it 
is, Vulcan can plan an important 
part in provincial civil defence. 

In addition to the rescue course, 
a course in communications start¬ 
ed before Christmas was completed 
this week. All 15 students gra¬ 
duated and will receive certificates 
and department of transport oper¬ 
ator’s licences at a later date.
